The Request for Reconsideration filed on October 31 , 2006 in response to the final rejection has been considered but is not deemed to 
place the application in condition for allowance. 

As indicated below, the amended claim 25 reflects an essentially a solid rod including an internal channel receiving a circuit board. 

Claim 25 (amended), line 3, " a solid rod-like member" defines a channel extending substantially along the predetermined length 
(amended Claim 21, lines 5 and 6); and the internal channel receiving a flexible circuit board (amended claim 25, line 7). 

Therefore, the amended Claim 25 reflects a hollow light-conducting rod including a flexible circuit board received in the internal channel. 
As in the Final Office action mailed on September 14, 2006, Wynne Willson ('284 B1) discloses an illumination device meeting the above- 
indicated limitation. 
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
